(1) < claims 1,2 & 5 > 

The subject matter of claims 1 ,2 & 5 appears neither to be novel nor to involve an 
inventive step with respect to any of D1-D3. D1-D3 disclose the MR! contrast medium 
which comprises a liposome containing, as a membrane component, a chelate 
compound with a hydrophobic moiety. 

(2) < claims 3,4 & 6-8 > 

None of the subject matter of claims 3,4 & 6-8 involves an inventive step with respect 
toD1-D4. 

None of D1-D3 concretely describes any liposomes which contain phosphatidylcholine 
(PC) and phosphatidylserine (PS), as membrane components, with molar ratio 3:1-1:2. 
However, D4 discloses that liposomes useful for MRI contrast media are likely to 
accumulate on foam macrophages detected frequently in the lesions due to 
atherosclerosis, tumor, inflammation, infection and the like when the liposomes contain 
PC and PS with the above-described ratio as membrane components. Taking that into 
consideration, a person skilled in the art would easily employ PC and PS with the 
above-described ratio as membrane components of liposomes disclosed in D1-D3-
